But that one feature 
of the absence of idle land puts Red¬ 
lands in a class by itself. If you don’t 
know what a blessing it is to be free 
from such a nuisance go to Redlands and 
see for yourself. And perhaps it never 
occurred to you that idle land is ex¬ 
pensive, almost as expensive in an 
economic sense as idle labor. But that 
i- getting off on another line of talk.

Explanation of Phenomena Observed In 
Petroleum Ponds, 

In the crude oil producing regions in 
California there are scores of large 
ponds of this material. After being 
pumped to the surface the petroleum 
is emptied into depressions in the 
earth, where it remains for a time. 
Later the crude oil is placed in barrels, 
large metal cans or else in big reset' 
voirs. These oil ponds are known as 
"sump boles.” 

There is one very peculiar thing 
about these "sump holes,” and that is 
in the way of producing what are 
known as "freak shadows.” These are 
real shadows: but. notwithstanding 
this fact, they are decidedly “freaky.” 
If the sun is brightly shining and a 
person stands for a few moments on 
the margin of the "sump holes" so that 
his shadow falls on the surface of the 
petroleum and he then quickly changes 
his position the dim shadow remains 
just where it was originally cast, in 
other words, the "shadow does not fol¬ 
low the substance." 

This may seem like a paradox, but 
it is true. The instant a person shifts 
his position his shadow is again cast 
in a new place, yet the former shadow 
remains unchanged. The longer a per¬ 
son stands in one particular spot the 
longer will the former shadow be visi¬ 
ble. 

Hundreds of experiments have been 
made along these lines, and every time 
the same results have been produced. 
The simple explanation for this phe¬ 
nomenon is that under the hot sun gas 
is being constantly generated down in 
the body of the petroleum, and it rises 
to the surface in the form of little 
minute bubbles. So very small are 
these bubbles that they are scarcely 
visible to the naked eye. Millions of 
these wee bubbles are rising to the 
top all of the time, when the bubbles 
break and the gas is liberated, passing 
into the air 

Both the gas and bubbles are so 
very supersensitive to the temperature 
that even one’s shadow cast for a mo¬ 
ment across them is affected. The 
temperature is lowered. Whenever the 
substance quickly changes position the 
shadow remains until the rays again 
warm up that spot and the shadowy 
outline slowly fades away. Of course 
the “freak shadows” may be seen for 
only a very few seconds.

Among these disturbing tunes were 
many hymns. “Abide With Me," “Ple- 
yelle's Hymn," “Behold a Stranger at 
tin* Door" and “In the Hour of Trial" 
were distinctly unfavorable in their re¬ 
sults. “Ben Bolt," "The Star Spangled 
Banner" and the dead march from 
“Saul - produced the worst effects of 
all the tunes.

It seems cruel irony to clean house 
with milk when it is so higli even for 
tin*.a* who wi ll to drink it, but sour 
and skim mil!: and buttermilk are just 
as go: (1 for this purpose, so it is not so 
expensive as it sounds. 

Buttermilk is the best possible thing 
to clean linoleum and oilcloth. Just 
mop it up with a soft cloth and watch 
the dirt taken off by the application. 
About once a we“k is often enough 
for the cleaning. 

Either skim or sour milk will make 
rubber plants grow. Wash the leaves 
with a soft cloth in milk and water, 
sponging each off carefully inside and 
out and pouring the remainder of your 
basin into the ground of the tub. The 
plant grows and thrives on it. 

Milk well rubbed into the wood 
makes a good furniture polish also, 
keeping the shiny surface in good con¬ 
dition. You do not need frequent 
treatment At housecleaning time is 
often enough.

How to Clean Willow Plumes. 

To clean willow plumes place them 
in a long pan and partly cover with 
gasoline. Do not attempt to shake the 
feather in the liquid, blit place in the 
pan and roll and rock gentiy back and 
forth, driving the gasoline from one 
end of the pan to the other. Lift the 
feather gently out and place on a clean 
cloth to dry. When dry shake in the 
sun, and then, when certain all the 
gasoline has evaporated, shake it slow¬ 
ly over a register to fluff the tiny 
fronds. Willow plumes are all hand 
made and not easy to clean, and if the 
plume is an expensive one it would 
perhaps be better to send it to a re 
liable cleaner, but for the cheaper or 
half worn ones the home cleaning will 
probably be quite as successful if care 
is taken.

HOW TO PICKLE PIGS’ FEET 


Directions For Preparing a Cheap and 
Palatable Winter Dish. 

Take a dozen of the feet, scrape and 
clean thoroughly, soak for three hours 
in cold water and scrub again. Place 
in a large kettle with two tablespoon 
fuls of salt and water to cover and 
slimmer gently for four hours or until 
tender. Coo! in the liquor in which they 
were cooked. When cold pack iu a 
stone jar. with a good pickle made in 
the following proportions; 

To two quarts cider vinegar allow 
one quart of the liquor in which the 
feet were cooked, a dozen cloves, a 
teaspoonful mustard seed and a dozen 
peppercorns. Scald and put a layer of 
the feet In the jar and over them place 
a few slices of onion. Then add more 
pigs’ feet and more onions. When all 
the feet are in cover with the hot 
nickle and set away to cool. Leave

down the middle, season with salt anc 
pepper, roll in olive oil or melted but¬ 
ter, then in bread or cracker cruinbt 
and broil over a clear fire, allowing 
four minutes for each side.
